British authorities positively 
denied that they ever arged-hs 
to join the war, Jspauese friends 
i bave alsoc ae-ured me that they 
did not coerce China, ‘slthough 
they would welcome her into the 
Alliance. As it waa not our 
advantage to join, nor would it 
‘improve the situation of the 
Entente, I had full faith that you 
would never favours declaration 
of war upon Germany. 

“ However, I waa ‘surprised to 
‘learn from your delegste that you 
wonld decisre war, which you 
_thoaght was the only. couree for 
Cbioa to adopt. Iam ‘sorry that 
I caneot endorse. your views, 
:The United States bas set apart

China 
ja weak, therefore she haa to 
discharge the obligations of & 
weak State. The Entente Powers 
are short of fande, snd ia it right 
for us to divide their resources ? 
We have ssked for the postpone- 
ment of the payment of the 
Boxer Indemnities, and are trying 
to raise the Customa: teriffa‘et a 
time when they are badly in 
need of finsocial assistance. 
Therefore it is below; our 
dignity to join the-War for gain 
ander the pretext of upholding 
hamanity, st tho’ cxpense of the 
Allies, Moreover, a3 our motive is 
to gain advantages, we will not 
be respected by.the Allies. Should 
our country Le invaded. br some 
aggressive nstiona after the War,’ 
wo will beve no friend to stand 
by us.
